Bicyclist killed in 
Washington Park

Ricky Robertson’s 
body still lay on the 
street as his family 
gathered in a circle 
on a front lawn near- 
by and prayed. 

Word had spread 
quickly among them 
that Robertson, 47, 
was killed as he rode his bicycle down the 
10200 block of South Green Street in Wash- 
ington Park and someone in a passing car 
opened fire around 8:30 p.m. Wednesday 

A cousin, Maxine Peterson, 60, said she 
rushed to the scene after a relative “just told 
me it was something sad {that} had happened. 
He had been killed. I just came up here to sup- 
port my family” 

Peterson stood with about two dozen other 
relatives in a block lined with red and brown 
brick bungalows, most of them with white 
trimmed windows and globe lights in the 
front yard. The family was gathered on the 
lawn of a man who lived in the same home for 
46 years. 

“Glad to see you,” one relative told another, 


embracing. “Just not under these circum- 
stances.” 

Peterson said she would regularly see Rob- 
ertson on his bicycle when she drove down 
Halsted Street to her church. “I used to blow 
the horn at him,” she said. 

They last spoke about a year ago, ex- 
changed small talk and said they were happy 
to see each other, Peterson said. 

Before Robertson’s body was removed, an 
investigator pinched the sheet off and Pe- 
terson leaned to her left to get a look at her 
cousin. 

“Oh, Ricky,” she sighed. 

Finally, investigators lifted the body into 
a white bag and onto a steel stretcher and 
wheeled it to a van. 

“I guess they’re taking him to the morgue,” 
Peterson said. 

The van’s brake lights lit up the edge of the 
crime scene. An officer lifted the crime tape, 
and the van drove away 

Nine other people were shot across the 
city Wednesday night, but Robertson was the 
only one to die of his wounds. Police said no 
one was in custody They could not provide a 
description of the car or the gunman.

On to Round 2 


Hawks make short work of Wild 

No quarter, no hope, no doubt: The Blackhawks vapor- 
ized the Wild and escaped the first round of the post- 
season for the first time in three years. 

There was the small issue of Minnesota’s history of 
rebounding from massive playoff deficits, but it was no 
issue at all in a 5-1 demolition by the Hawks in Game 
5 at the United Center, making it a 4-1 series win and 
a second-round date with San Jose Sharks or Detroit 
beginning next week. 

Marian Hossa scored twice and Marcus Kruger, An- 
drew Shaw and Patrick Sharp added one goal apiece in 
an emphatic performance that never permitted the Wild 
much hope at all of extending to a Game 6. The Hawks 
had been here before, too, having failed to close out a se- 
ries on home ice during their Stanley Cup run in 2010, 
but that bit of history wouldn’t repeat itself Thursday 

Then it was Marcus Kruger notching his first career 
playoff goal to extend the lead and steepen the Wild’s 
climb. The fourth-line center collected a puck that Josh 
Harding kicked to the boards, went around to Hard- 
ing’s left and slid a shot under and through the Wild’s 
goaltender for a 2-0 lead at the 3:19 mark of the second.

Three minutes later, it was Hossa moving into the 
hard areas for his second score of the night. A Brandon 
Saad blast bounced off Harding and onto the doorstep, 
which Hossa finished off on the backhand for the 3-0 
lead at the 6:26 mark. 

That sent Harding to the bench, replaced by backup 
Darcy Kuemper. A dust particle of hope would arrive a 
few minutes later, when the Wild buzzed Hawks goalie 
Corey Crawford on a power play only to come up emp- 
ty— and then watch as a Torrey Mitchell one-timer sec- 
onds later cut the lead to 3-1. 

Hope immediately left the building when Shaw took 
a carom off the boards in back of the Wild net and beat 
Kuemper high for his first career playoff goal.

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Carey Mulligan talks 
furs and pearls as Daisy 
in ‘The Great Gatsby’

When Daisy Buchanan attends a party at Jay 
Gatsby’s mansion in the new film “The Great 
Gatsby” she’s wearing a crystal-coated chan- 
delier dress by Prada and a drool-worthy pearl 
and diamond headpiece by Tiffany 

The look is the Jazz Age personified. 

Such costumes were a big help to Carey 
Mulligan, who plays Daisy in director Baz 
Luhrmann’s interpretation of the F. Scott 
Fitzgerald classic, which many consider the 
defining novel of America’s 20 th century 

“To be wearing literally millions of dollars 
worth of jewelry every day really lends a qual- 
ity of elegance, in a way %u feel very kind of 
expensive when you’re walking about. Fve 
never experienced anything like it,” says Mul- 
ligan, speaking by phone from London. 

In many ways, the 27-year-old actress is an 
ideal symbol for this “Gatsby,” Luhrmann’s 
latest effort at bringing contemporary razzle- 
dazzle to a tale from a bygone era. 


This “Gatsby” is interested in being a 
careful character study that extends beyond 
the surface sparkle of the gorgeously lav- 
ish clothes by Oscar-winning costume de- 
signer Catherine Martin, who’s married to 
Luhrmann. That goal is in keeping with the 
indie film work that Mulligan has done in ‘An 
Education,” “Shame” and “Drive”— small, in- 
triguing movies that put her on the map. 

Luhrmann found a logical choice for the 
title role in Leonardo DiCaprio, who worked 
with him on 1996’s “Romeo + Juliet.” Di- 
Caprio represents the star quality required for 
Gatsby, a self-made millionaire whose quest 
for money and power is driven by his love for 
the woman, Daisy he lost to another man. 

But who would play Daisy? Keira Knight- 
ley, Blake Lively and Michelle Williams were 
among the actresses reportedly considered. 
But it was Mulligan who won the part after 
wowing Luhrmann during her audition with 
DiCaprio, which involved a tense lunch scene 
from later in the movie and also a kiss be- 
tween Gatsby and Daisy 

“I said to Baz, ‘Should I kiss him?’ Because it 
said it in the script. And he said yes, so I kissed 
him,” says Mulligan about Luhrmann’s com- 


ments that the moment helped seal the deal. 
“It seemed like a pretty easy way to get a job.” 

Since her breakthrough Oscar-nominated 
role in 2009’s ‘An Education,” as a middle- 
class girl who has a romance with a business- 
man who isn’t what he seems, she’s been steal- 
ing scenes in films like “Wall Street: Money 
Never Sleeps” and “Shame.” 

Mulligan got her start in films as Eliza- 
beth Bennet’s sister Kitty in 2005’s “Pride 
and Prejudice.” The story goes that she told 
“Downton Abbey” creator Julian Fellowes 
that she wanted to be an actor when he spoke 
at her school and he responded with a very 
Dowager Countess-like quip. 

“He said, ‘Oh dear, if you do, you should 
probably marry a banker or a lawyer,’ ” she re- 
calls. She wrote to Fellowes afterward and was 
invited to a lunch with other aspiring young 
actors, which led to his wife, Emma, helping 
her get an audition for “Pride and Prejudice.” 

“The Great Gatsby” represents her first at- 
tempt at playing such an iconic object of desire. 

“It was sort of a challenge, in the perfor- 
mance and also physically,” she said. “To be 
described as the king’s daughter and the gold- 
en girl, it sets the bar pretty high.”

Nothing ventured, nothing gained 



Maybe people faint 
all the time. I’ve never 
seen it. By my count, 
movie characters 
faint roughly 450,000 
times more often than 
real people. 

Comic effect is 
one thing, but who really laughs at someone 
fainting? Much like the considerably more 
painful “The Big Wedding,” “Peeples” trots 
out familiar comedy tropes simply for lack 
of other ideas. The film incorporates not one 
but two unintentional drug trips, which I 
think is a button on screenwriting software 
that automatically writes generic, dude-I’m- 
freaking-out scenes for you. 

In other words, the biggest starring role 
for Chicago native Craig Robinson (“The 
Office”) goes in one ear and out the other, 
through no fault of his. Robinson is an ap- 
pealing teddy bear, but the kind of teddy bear 
(a distant relative of actual stuffed animal 
Ted?) who hears about Moby Dick day and

makes a joke about, well, take a guess. 

Robinson plays Wade, who after a year of 
dating wants to meet his better-half Grace’s 
(Kerry Washington) parents, especially since 
he’s had an engagement ring in his pocket for 
three months and hasn’t pulled the trigger. 
Before you can say “Meet the Parents,” Wade 
gets humped by the family dog and continu- 
ally disappoints his potential father-in-law 
(David Alan Grier), a federal judge perhaps 
modeled on Uncle Phil of “The Fresh Prince 
of Bel Air.” 

Surprise, surprise— every time Wade tries to 
propose, a phone rings or everyone’s called for 
lunch or whatever. The movie’s best moments 
let Robinson vamp and showcase his musical- 
ity Wade performs songs to kids to help them 
express themselves— “Speak it, don’t leak it!” 
preaches an anti-peeing-your-pants tune— and 


later imitates Michael Jackson’s “Thriller” video 
when criticizing Grace’s exes. But “Peeples” 
starts in a rut and stays there, like a dog told to 
sit and never reminded to stand again. Grace’s 
sister, Gloria (Kalli Hawk), considers coming 
out of the closet while her family is totally 
oblivious to her relationship with Meg (Kimrie 
Lewis-Davis). Wade’s brother (Malcolm Bar- 


rett) shows up saying Gloria looks too good not 
to be hit on, regardless of her sexuality 

That doesn’t exactly take Gloria’s identity 
seriously, nor does the note that she and 
Meg played rugby together in college. For 
a movie that makes repeated references to 
major figures in black history you’d think all 
stereotypes would be no-nos.

Dramedy turns life 
into vicarious soap 


Bizarre and deli- 
ciously intriguing, 

“In the House” is 
not a feature-length 
adaptation of the 
mid-’90s, LL CoolJ- 
starring sitcom of the 
same name. If it were, 
the first four words of this review probably 
would not be there. 

This sometimes-hilarious French dramedy 
explores the way we engineer our lives as 
entertainment, and the point at which escape 
overcompensates for what’s being escaped. 
Burned-out teacher Germain (Fabrice 
Luchini) delights in 1 6 -year-old Claude (Ernst 
Umhauer), a student with a rare command of 
words. His class assignments recount Claude’s 
new friendship with Rapha (Bastien Ughetto), 
a classmate Claude tutors in math as a means 
of entering Rapha’s house and seeing how a 
supposedly perfect family lives. He notes the 
“middle-class curves” of Rapha’s bored mom 
(Emmanuelle Seigner of “The Diving Bell and 
the Butterfly”) and describes Rapha’s life with 
both admiration and judgment. 

Meanwhile, even when he must help 
Claude and Rapha cheat to maintain their 
arrangement, Germain encourages Claude— 
if only to provide fresh material to share 
with Germain’s wife, Jeanne (Kristin Scott 
Thomas). She’s desperately trying to make 
her gallery a viable business, even if it means

resorting to featuring blow-up dolls. 

“It’s not a sex shop,” she asserts,” It’s an art 
gallery” 

Likewise, much of “In the House” is open 
to interpretation. Adapting Juan Mayorga’s 
play writer-director Francois Ozon (“Swim- 
ming Pool”) playfully layers truth and fiction 
until it’s difficult to separate reality from our 
own exaggerated view of it. Do we associ- 
ate primarily with people who are reflec- 
tions of ourselves? How much do we know 
about a person or place after spending, say, a 
week together? The film’s relationships are 
complicated and deceptive, with a disturbing 
undercurrent of attraction between adults 
and an underage storyteller. 

Germain’s fixation on Claude’s almost 
pathological examination of Rapha tingles 
with the exciting tension that can come from 
hearing about strangers’ ordinary lives. To 
Rapha, playing basketball with his dad means 
the world. To Claude, his perception skewed 
by his own unhappy family situation, it’s 
absurd for happiness to depend on whether 
or not a ball falls into a hoop. “In the House” 
captures why we do what we do, and the ex- 
tent to which stories reflect both the writer 
and the reader.

No, the Italian-set 
Danish romantic 
comedy “Love Is 
All You Need” has 
nothing to do with 
The Beatles’ ‘All You 
Need Is Love.” Based 
on the movie’s low 
quantity of romance, it may as well be called 
“The Walrus I Am.” 

Pierce Brosnan stars as Phillip, a 
workaholic so closed off in the years since 
his wife passed away that he actually says, 
“I’m the guy who’s chosen to be by himself.” 
In an airport parking lot, his car gets an 
accidental bump from Ida (a strong Trine 
Dyrholm of director Susanne Bier’s Oscar- 
winning “In a Better World”), the mother 
of the girl that Phillip’s son soon will marry 
after they’ve known each other only three 
months. More fortuitous: Ida’s somewhat 
available. Returning early from a breast 
cancer check-up, she caught her portly 
husband cheating with a younger woman far 
too attractive for him. 

Excuses don’t get much worse than, “I 
thought you were at chemo.”

you, John Edwards.) 

Any perception of sophistication in 
“Love” proves to be a ruse. Though only 
periodically in English, the film may as well 
be an American romantic comedy I mean 
this as an insult. It’s a joyless, extremely 
predictable film made worse by Bier’s total 
lack of flair for the location. Including two 
sung and two acoustic versions of “That’s 
Amore” just feels lazy It’s hard to make a 
story about love set in Italy not make you 
want to travel there, but Bier’s done it. 

Inevitably there’s a bitchy aunt who has the 
hots for Phillip and a wrench in the bride and 
groom’s plans that has no satisfying resolution. 
That’s not to say the film courts ambiguity 
at all— even after a continuous commitment 
to the obvious, the occasionally funny “Love 
Is All You Need” discovers a chance at depth 
and then completely rejects it. 

It’s not often that I say you’re better off 
renting “Letters to Juliet.”

Jay Gatsb/s life, 
according to the 
product-placing 
new movie, was a 
celebration of glitz 
that would have 
delighted any rapper:

Small wonder, then, that the soundtrack to 
“The Great Gatsby” is executive-produced 
by the king of bling, Jay-Z. As he fires into the 
lead number, “ioo$ Bill,” we may ask what 
2013 hip-hop has to do with Gatsbyk Roaring 
’20s. 

It’s a commercial shotgun marriage that 
threatens to go awry damaging the credibility 
of both the movie and the brands. (After all, 
Gatsby played by Leonardo DiCaprio, is a 
shady character who comes to a bad end and 


whose wealth is linked to bootlegging. The 
product placements might not benefit from 
the association.) 

F. Scott Fitzgerald’s character is easy to 
picture dancing the Charleston. He would 
never listen to will.i.am doing “Bang Bang” 
or ‘A Little Party Never Killed Nobody (All 
We Got)” as performed by Fergie, Q-Tip and 
GoonRock. He would be baffled by Amy 
Winehouse’s “Back to Black,” which is mur- 
dered by rapper Andre 3000 in a duet with 
Jay-Z’s wife Beyonce. 

There are better moments away from 
the rap, such as the Bryan Ferry Orchestra’s 
version of “Love Is the Drug,” first included 
in the underrated “Jazz Age” CD from last 
year. Emeli Sande and Jack White also turn in 
worthy performances. 

The soundtrack’s highlight is the single by 
Lana Del Rey “Young and Beautiful.” It’s an- 
other of her lush orchestral ballads, this time 
with a nicely direct lyric: “Will you still love 
me when Fm no longer young and beautiful?” 

If it were all this good, “Music From Baz 
Luhrmann’s Film ‘The Great Gatsby’ ” would 
be four-star worthy In the event, it earns 
barely one star.

Metz: All out, all the time

In March, the Toronto trio Metz played a 
midafternoon gig at South by Southwest in 
Austin, Texas, with such fury the welt-induc- 
ing performance left fans questioning the 
band members’ physical well-being and sanity 

Alex Edkins was wrestling his guitar to the 
ground like it was a writhing alligator. Chris 
Slorach was pogoing while screwing his bass 
guitar into an amplifier. Drummer Hayden 
Menzies was pounding so hard it sounded 
like he was banging on industrial oil drums in- 
stead of a trap kit. They carried on like this for 
i o -plus minutes as they torched a song called 
“Wet Blanket.” 

How the heck do they play this passion- 
ately every night while on tour? 

“It has to do with the songs we write; they 
require a certain energy for them to sound 
right,” Edkins said. “You kind of blank out 
when you’re up there, and when you wake up 


you’re covered in sweat and the equipment’s 
broken. 

‘And then you walk off. It’s an unconscious 
thing. You turn it on and go for it.” 

The singer-guitarist acknowledged that “it 
can be rough on your body. After the shows 
I need a good half-hour, 40 minutes to catch 
my breath. I need to fall over and have some 
alone time. 

“But so far,” he added, “it’s not killing us. All 
of us have been playing high-intensity music 
for a big chunk of our lives, so it’s not as daunt- 
ing as it might be for some other people.” 

Edkins and Menzies met when they were 
teenagers in the ’90s as part of the all-ages 
scene in Ottawa, Canada, where they grew 
up. They were regulars at Galerie SAW Gal- 
lery which booked a steady stream of fringe 
bands from the punk, hardcore and avant- 
garde scenes. 

“It totally blew our minds going to those 


shows,” Edkins said. “Hayden saw Drive Like 
Jehu early on, and his first band got to play 
with Fugazi. We saw these bands destroying 
community centers and art galleries. It was 
so otherworldly, and it made us want to try 
to bring the same energy to our shows: The 
people going crazy the bands going crazy To- 
tal mayhem.” 

Edkins and Menzies formed Metz in Otta- 
wa before moving to Toronto a few years ago, 
where they enlisted Slorach. 

“The sound was more groove-oriented at 
first, but we started honing it: We didn’t want 
convoluted, drawn-out music. We want to 
blast it out, keep it concise, cut away all the 
fat,” he said. 

At a time when a lot of indie rock is be- 
ing defined by more pastoral or orchestrated 
sounds, Metz plays it nasty and violent. On 
Metz’s self-titled debut album last year for 
Sub Pop Records, the trio merged aggression 


and artiness. The band’s pile-driving ferocity 
is very much in evidence, but a certain finesse 
and subtle textural detail also makes the al- 
bum something more than just a live-in-the- 
studio recording. 

It’s an abrasive record by design, as tele- 
graphed by the song titles: “Headache,” “Nau- 
sea,” “Wasted,” “Negative Space.” 

“I often let the music dictate not only the 
titles but also the content,” Edkins said. “If it 
seems negative, it’s not because I’m a tortured 
soul, but because I’m vibing off the music.” 

And that vibe gets blown out on the road, 
more cathartic than debilitating. Metz played 
more than 170 shows last year, traveling in a 
van Menzies acquired in 2001 and now has 
more than 343,000 miles on it. 

“Hayden bought the van when he was really 
young, figuring he was going to be doing this 
for a while,” Edkins said with a laugh. “I’d say 
he’s gotten pretty good use out of it.”
